MARKS ON AMERICAN 
POTTERY AND PORCELAIN

Messrs. Morrison & Carr establish­ 
ed a pottery in New York City in 18 53. 
This partnership was 
dissolv ed 
in 
18 71. The first mark used by Mr. Carr 
alone 
was the British lion and uni­ 
corn, with his initials between. This is 
Often found on decorated white g ran­ 
ite ware. 
In the last named y ear a 
special 
stamp was used on sanitary ware and 
interior car fitting s made for the firm 
of James L. Howard & Co., of Hart­ 
ford, Conn. This special manufacture 
ex tended ov er a number of y ears. 
In 18 78 Mr. Carr boug ht the old 
Speeler pottery , at Trenton, and took 
into partnership Edward 
Clarke, of 
Burslem, Eng land, under the name of 
the Llncolil Pottery company . 
They 
beg an the manufacture of cream-col­ 
ored and white wares and used a mark 
composed of the American and British 
shields. 
Mr. Carr retired from the 
Trenton establishment after 
a 
few 
months, but continued to use the same 
mark on cream-colored ware at the 
New York City pottery . 
Other marks were used there at v a­ 
rious times, until the 
closing of the 
works in 18 S8 . On stone china the de­ 
v ice was an eag le ov er the names of 
the manufacturer and the pottery . On 
semi-china the mark was a circle en­ 
closing a spread eag le, with the letters 
J. C. at either side. The dev ice adopt­ 
ed for stone porcelain was a rectang le 
containing the name of the ware and 
the maker’s initials. 
Another mark 
employ ed was composed of 
clasped 
hands between the letters J. C. and 
N. Y. C. P. below. 
Hotel china was 
marked with a simple monog ram form­ 
ed of the Initials J. G. 
Mr. Carr produced 
a 
v ariety of 
wares and bodies during the 35 y ears 
of the New York City pottery ’s ex ist­ 
ence, among which were majolica and 
paiian, of ex cellent quality and artistic 
workmanship. 
He employ ed some of 
the best decorators that could be pro­ 
cured.

A special order of g oods for a pri­ 
v ate purchaser was marked with a fly ­ 
ing eag le. This was printed In black 
beneath the g laze, 
A lozeng e-shaped dev ice with mean­ 
der bordering , enclosing the monog ram 
of the name of the company and ini­ 
tials of the proprietors was used on 
Btone china from 18 8 3 to 18 8 6. 
Cream-colored ware has been mark­ 
ed in black with a similar desig n, hav ­ 
ing a scalloped, circular outline, from 
18 8 7 to the present time. 


For white g ranite ware the 
mark 
was a shield. 
This was printed 
in 
black, under the g laze, during

y ears 18 8 6 to 18 92, when Its manua- 
facture was discontinued. 
In 18 8 6 the firm beg an to make a 
semi-porcelain ware in colored bodies, 
which 
was decorated in an artistic 
manner. 
To this product they g av e 
the name of "Reitl” ware. This was 
first marked in 
black beneath the 
g laze, with a mailed hand holding a

In 18 8 8 the desig n was chang ed, and 
from that date until 18 8 9 the “ Reiti” 
mark was a shell bearing the name, 
also printed In black below the g laze.

MARKS ON AMERICAN 
POTTERY AND PORCELAIN 


Copyright 1900 by Edwin A. Barber In China, alans and Pottery Review. 


Messrs. Morrison A Carr establish* 
sd a pottery In New York City in 1853. 
This partnership was 
dissolved 
In 
1871. The first mark used by Mr. Carr 
alone 
was the British lion and uni* 
corn, with his initials between. This is 
often found on decorated white gran­ 
ite ware. 
In the last named year a 
special 
Stamp was used on sanitary ware and 
Interior car fittings made for the firm 
of James L. Howard A Co., of Hart­ 
ford, Conn. This special manufacture 
extended over a number of years. 
In 1878 Mr. Carr bought the 
old 
Spooler pottery, at Trenton, and took 
Into partnership Edward 
Clarke, of 
Burslem, England, under the name of 
the Lincoln Pottery company. 
They 
began the manufacture of cream-col­ 
ored and white wares and used a mark 
composed of the American and British 
shields. 
Mr. Carr retired from the 
Trenton establishment after 
a 
few 
months, but continued to use the same 
mark on cream-colored ware at the 
New York City pottery. 
Other marks were used there at va­ 
rious times, until the 
closing of the 
works in 1888. On stone china the de­ 
vice was an eagle over the navies of 
the manufacturer and the pottery. On 
semi-china the mark was a circle en­ 
closing a spread eagle, with the letters 
J. C. at either side. The device adopt­ 
ed for stone porcelain was a rectangle 
containing the name of the ware and 
the maker’B initials. 
Another mark 
employed was composed of 
clasped 
hands between the letters J. C. and 
N. Y. C. P. below. 
Hotel china was 
marked with a simple monogram form­ 
ed of the initials J. C. 
Mr. Carr produced 
a 
variety of 
wares and bodies during the 35 years 
of the New York City pottery's exist­ 
ence, among which were majolica and 
parlan, of excellent quality and artistic 
workmanship. 
He employed some of 
the best decorators that could be pro- 
cored. 
Mr. Carr is still living, at the age 
Of 80 years, and although no longer 
engaged in business, still manifests a 
lively interest in the progress of the 
a rt 
New England Pottery co. 
A pottery was established in East 
Boston, Mass., in 1854. by Frederick 
Meagher, for the manufacture of com­ 
mon white ware. 
In 
1875 
Thomas 
Gray and L. W. Clark took the works, 
tinder the name of the New England 
Pottery company. 
The first mark employed 
by 
the 
company was the great seal or arms 
of the state of Massachusetts, which 
was used from about 1878 to 1883 on 
Ironstone china or white granite ware. 
A special order of goods for a pri­ 
vate purchaser was marked with a fly­ 
ing eagle. This was printed in black 
beneath the glaze. 
A lozenge-shaped device with mean­ 
der bordering, enclosing the monogram 
of the name of the company and ini­ 
tials of the proprietors was used on 
atone china from 1883 to 1886. 
Cream-colored ware has been mark­ 
ed in black with a similar design, hav­ 
ing a scalloped, circular outline, from 
1887 to the present time. 


For white granite ware the 
mark 
was a shield. 
This was 
printed 
in 
black, under the glaze, during 
the 
years 1886 to 1892, when its manua- 
facture was discontinued. 
In 1886 the firm began to make a 
semi-porcelain ware in colored bodies, 
which 
was decorated in an artistic 
manner. 
To this product they gave 
the name of “Reiti" ware. This was 
first marked in 
black 
beneath 
the 
glaze, with a malled hand holding a 
dagger (1886-1888.) 
In 1888 the design was changed, and 
from that date until 1889 the "Reiti" 
mark was a shell bearing the name, 
also printed in black below the glaze. 
From 1889 to 1895, when the pro­ 
duction of "Reiti" ware was abandon­ 
ed, the mark was a crown and shield 
combined, printed on the glaze in red. 
The present mark, used on special 
articles and shapes in "Paris White,” 
was adopted in 1897. 
Much of the ware produced at the 
New England pottery in the past was 
of a highly artistic character.

Clark died a few years ago, and Mr. 
Gray is now the sole proprietor. 
The Knowles, Taylor A Knowles Co. 
The present pottery plant of 
the 
Knowles, Taylor & Knowles company, 
of East Liverpool, Ohio, is the most 
extensive 
in 
America. 
The 
works 
were established in 1854 by Isaac W. 
Knowles and Isaac A. Harvey. 
They 
began with a single kiln, which they 
used alternately for firing the body of 
yellow ware and glazing it. 
In 1870 
Mr. Knowles, who had become the sole 
proprietor, formed a partnership with 
Colonel John N. Taylor and Homer S. 
Knowles. Two years later they began 
the manufacture of white granite. In 
1888 Joseph G. Lee and 
Willis 
A. 
Knowles were admitted to the firm, 
and in 1891 a stock company was in­ 
corporated under the name of the 
Knowles, Taylor A Knowles Co. The 
products of this manufactory has been 
varied and extensive, the principal be­ 
ing white granite, semi-vitreous por­ 
celain and hotel china. Some of the 
most artistic ware ever produced 
in 
America has been made here. In 1893 
they began the manufacture of a fine 
are porcelain 
of beautiful 
Chinese 
white body and velvety glaze, 
which 
they called "Lotus” ware. It was sold 
mainly in the white state for decora­ 
tors, but was finally abandoned on ac­ 
count of its costliness. At present the 
company operates 35 kilns and em­ 
ploys about 700 hands.

The State Journal Says He Had Con­ 
ference W ith the Columbus 
Buggy Company. 


Messrs. Morrison & Carr establish­ 
ed a pottery in New York City in 1853. 
This partnership was 
dissolved 
in 
1871. The first mark used by Mr. Carr 
alone was the British lion and uni­ 
corn, with his Initials between. This is 
often found on decorated white gran­ 
ite ware. 
In the last named year a special 
•tamp was used on sanitary ware and 
Interior car fittings made for the firm 
of James L. Howard & Co., of Hart- 
foul, Conn. This special manufacture 
extended over a number of years. 
In 1878 Mr. Carr bought the old 
Spooler pottery, at Trenton, and took 
Into partnership Edward 
Clarke, of 
Burslem, England, under the name of 
the Llncolii Pottery company. 
They 
began the manufacture of cream-col­ 
ored and white wares and used a mark 
composed of the American and British 
shields. 
Mr. Carr retired from the 
Trenton establishment after 
a 
few 
months, but continued to use the same 
mark on cream-colored ware at the 
New York City pottery. 
Other marks were used there at va­ 
rious times, until the closing of the 
works in 1888. On stone china the de­ 
vice was an eagle over the names of 
the manufacturer and the pottery. On 
semi-china the mark was a circle en­ 
closing a spread eagle, with the letters 
J. C. at either side. The device adopt­ 
ed for stone porcelain was a rectangle 
containing the name of the ware and 
the maker’s initials. 
Another mark 
employed was composed of 
clasped 
hands between the letters J. C. and 
N. Y. C. P. below. 
Hotel china was 
marked with a simple monogram form­ 
ed of the initials J. C. 
Mr. Carr produced 
a 
variety of 
wares and bodies during the 35 years 
of the New York City pottery’s exist­ 
ence, among which were majolica and 
parian, of excellent quality and artistic 
Workmanship. 
He employed some of 
the best decorators that could be pro­ 
cured. 
Mr. Carr is still living, at the age 
Of 80 years, and although no longer 
engaged in business, still manifests a 
lively interest in the progress of the 
art. 
New England Pottery co. 
A pottery was established in East 
Boston, Mass., in 1854. by Frederick 
Meagher, for the manufacture of com­ 
mon white ware. 
In 
1875 
Thomas 
Gray and L. W. Clark took the works, 
under the name of the New England 
Pottery company. 
The first mark employed 
by 
the 
company was the great seal or arms 
of the state of Massachusetts, which 
was used from about 1878 to 1883 on 
Ironstone china or white granite ware. 
A special order of goods for a pri­ 
vate purchaser was marked with a fly­ 
ing eagle. This was printed in black 
beneath the glaze. 
A lozenge-shaped device with mean­ 
der bordering, enclosing the monogram 
of the name of the company and ini­ 
tials of the proprietors was used on 
stone china from 1883 to 1886. 
Cream-colored ware has been mark­ 
ed in black with a similar design, hav­ 
ing a scalloped, circular outline, from 
1887 to the present time.

Rushen castle. Uastledown. isle of 
Man, is tho ancient seat of the kings 
and lords of man. The castle is a veri­ 
table curiosity, both historically and 
otherwise. 
The first mention of it 
dates to the year 1257. 
It was taken 
after six months’ siege in the year 
1315 by Robert the Bruce. The castle 
is built of limestone and is not a ruin. 
Until a few years ago it was used as a 
prison. 
The town clock seen in the 
castle wall was presented by Queen 
Elizabeth in the year 1597. It has only 
one hand on the dial. This is the hour 
hand. The minutes are judged by the 
position of the hand between the hours. 
The works of this clock are also a curi­ 
osity. 
The weight at the end of the 
pendulum is a large stone, and it is 
driven by a rope coiled around a cylin­ 
der of wood, with another stone at the 
end of the rope. The clock is still going 
after its centuries of service and is still 
the tovvu clock.-

TH E PLAIN UNVARNISHED TRU TH

Under a scare headline, “The Only 
Hope of Local Victims,” a most con­ 
fusing article appeared last evening 
in a local paper, an article calculated 
to deceive readers who do not digest 
it with care or have pointed out the 
inconsistent conclusions and proposi­ 
tions contained therein. 
The laws in regard to the placing 
of values on property is and has been 
little understood, and in fact all over 
the United States, tax laws are confus­ 
ing. 
In the state of Ohio property own­ 
ers and assessors for years, without 
the shadow of legislative backing 
placed valuations on property at w hat 
they thought was three-flfths its real 
m arket value, while the laws never 
authorized directly or indirectly any 
such action. This practice became an 
established rule and of such notoriety 
that when the needs of the state and 
local governments became urgent new 
laws or amendments to old laws were 
made, and the attorney general when 
called upon to interpret the laws that 
would govern the 1900 decennial ap­ 
praisal law, it was his opinion 
that 
the valuation m ust be placed at a fig­ 
ure representing the true value in 
money on all real property. This opin­ 
ion was given to the auditor of state, 
who transm itted it 
to 
the 
several 
county auditors throughout the state, 
and they in turn to the appraisers un­ 
der their jurisdiction. 
This radical change from the 
old 
method, if carried out in the length 
and breadth of the state would work 
no injury, provided of course th at all 
legislative and levying boards recog­ 
nized the 
facts as they then would 
exist and place the tax levy in accord­ 
ance with the 
increased 
valuation. 
However, right here is where part of 
our trouble lies. 
As a large number 
of appraisers, it is believed, not only 
in this county, but throughout 
the 
state, did not take 
the exposition of 
the attorney general as conveyed to 
them through the county auditors as 
mandatory, and in many cases used 
their own best judgments, while the 
appraiser for and in this city claims 
he followed as near to the instructions 
as possible. 
The duties of a board of equaliza­ 
tion are almost explained in the title, 
a city board endeavors to spread out 
the sum total of the valuation placed 
by the appraiser in equal amounts on 
the several properties in the city, hav­ 
ing in mind the location of the land 
and the structures thereon. 
The county board has nothing to do 
with a city of our class unless some 
great irregularity exists, 
and 
even 
then it would require a higher author­ 
ity than the county board to finally ad­ 
just the m atter. 
The duties of the state board bas to 
do with not only the counties, but the 
cities and towns over which our coun­ 
ty boards do not have control, and we 
bere give an extract from the laws 
th at will show th a t if our contention 
of an unequal valuation be true th at 
a remedy can be applied and should 
be insisted upon: 
"Third—If they shall believe th at 
right and Justice require the valuation 


of any town or towns in any county, or 
of the real property of such county, 
not in towns, to be raised or to he re­ 
duced without raising or reducing the 
other real property of such county, or 
reducing it in the same 
ratio, they 
may, in every such case, add to or 
take from the 
valuation of any one 
or more or (of) such towns, such per- 
centum as they shall believe will raise 
or reduce the same to its true value 
in money.” 
By a careful reading of the above, 
thinking men will, if they take any ac­ 
tion, w rite to the member of the state 
board from this district; before they 
do I would advise reading the above 
quotation from the 
law twice over. 
The advice contained in the article 
of last evening as to injunctions, re­ 
fusals to pay taxes or to bring the 
m atter before the local board of equal­ 
ization is erroneous from start to fin­ 
ish. 
No local board can touch the figures 
as they now stand until 1910. 
A re­ 
fusal to pay your taxes would subject 
your property to sale. 
Injunctions 
against the state are not easy to ob­ 
tain, for the state is interested in this 
m atter of tax, as well as your council 
and school boards. 
Another m isstatem ent in the article 
referred to is that the law did not give 
relief for the wrongs complained of. 
In answer I call your attention to the 
law quoted above. 
Again, it is not true th at the decen­ 
nial board of 1900 “put off property 
owners” in any such m anner as im­ 
plied by the w riter of yesterday. Prop­ 
erty owners were informed th at the 
board could only equalize as between 
owners, th a t they could not deduct one 
dollar from the totals of the appraiser, 
and th at th at amount, as a total, m ust 
stand, unless errors of a clerical na­ 
ture could be shown.

Point, N. Y., Jan. ll.—The 
five members of the congressional in 
vestigating committee held three ses 
sinus at the West Point academy in 
the endeaVor to learn if hazing had 
caused tile deaths of Cadets Booz aud 
Breth. 
Three 
witnesses 
were 
examined. 
They were 
Cadets Bettisou, Ennis 
and Keller. 
The first named, who 
comes from Kentucky, was on the 
stand nearly six hours. 
He was ex­ 
amined at great length by every mem­ 
ber of the committee on all points en 
tailed in the inquiry, and bis evidence 
was evidently intended by the com­ 
mittee to be used as a basis for their 
future plans in conducting the inves­ 
tigation. 
Everything of any import­ 
ance touching the Breth. Booz or any 
other cases involved in the inquiry 
was taken up aud Bettison answered 
every question without hesitation. 
It developed that the fighting was 
of a brutal character, as it was with 
bare fists. 
William P. Ennis, a cadet at large, 
who preceded Bettison as president 
•of his claes, succeeded Bettison on 
'the stand. 
He was rigorously exam­ 
ined as to "certain threats he made 
about reporting former Cadets Huetz- 
ler and Albert for every transgression 
of the rules of the academy, so that 
they would be discharged on account 
of demerits. 
Ennis reiterated time 
after time that he felt they were un­ 
fit to stay at the academy and ac­ 
knowledged that he, as a corporal, 
was in a position 
to 
report their 
shortcomings in every detail, and did 
so. 
He said he did so in every case, 
but protested that he did not do them 
any injustice. 
Colonel Clayton, who 
is a graduate of the academy, said at 
one point: 
"I wish to ask this witness no more 
questions, but I would adviso the 
young man to revise his ideas if he 
intends to remain in jthe army.” 
Cadet Keller, 
who* fought 
with 
Booz. was made to tell the story of 
bout between himself and the 
tho 
Pennsylvanian on Aug. 0. 1898. 
His story was in every detail Simi 
lnr to that given by him before tile 
military court last month. 
Ile told 
of his being knocked out afterwards 
ny Cadet Williams in a round and a 
half.

Briggs Contends That Taxes Can Bs Ap- 
plied In Them W ithout Uniform­ 
ity—Rights of the President. 
Washington, 
Jan. 
ll.—Argument 
was resumed in the insular cases be­ 
fore the supreme court. Attorney Gen­ 
eral Briggs appearing in behalf of 
the government. 
His argument con­ 
tained the following in part: 
Th** attorney general contended that 
the constitution does not provide tor 
absolute uniformity of duties under 
all circuiustaisflM^ and that the uni 
formity clause b t the constitution re 
fers to the states and not to the ter­ 
ritories. 
Further along he said in 
part: 
“emigres ought to possess, and we 
contend does possess, the power to 
vary its system of taxation accord­ 
ing to the location, conditions and cir­ 
cumstances of the different territories. 
Otherwise not only will the govern­ 
ment be embarrassed and hampered, 
but actual injustice will be done to 
some sections of our possessions.” 
Later he drew the Inference that tho 
power to govern territory, which is 
absolutely conferred upon congress, 
includes the power to tax either by 
direct or indirect methods. This right 
was absolute, but not despotic, and 
Mr. Griggs contended that it includ­ 
ed the constitutional right to lay du­ 
ties on merchandise imported Into the 
United States from its Insular posses­ 
sions. 
He contended that such a pro­ 
ceeding does not violate the uniform­ 
ity clause and laid down the follow­ 
ing general proposition: 
There is no principle of Inherent 
justice or personal rights at stake. 
It is a pure m atter of geographical 
equality. 
There is no question of 
arbitrary or despotic power such as 
counsel have imagined. 
“We find 
power in the constitu­ 
tion,” he added, “not outside of it, 
nor beyond it, nor contrary to it.*’ 
Referring 
to 
the 
acquisition 
of 
Porto Rico and the Philippines. Mr. 
Griggs said: 
“The inhabitants of the 
islands are not joint partners with 
the states in the transaction. 
The 
islands are territory belonging to the 
United States not a part of the United 
States. 
Tile islands were the things 
acquired by the treaty; tile United 
States were the party who acquired 
them, and to whom they belong. The 
owner and the tiling owned are not 
the same.” 
Retelling to tile president** right of 
exercising 
the 
legislative function, 
Mr. Griggs said: 
“Wrhen, as commander-in-chief, he 
exercises government over conquered 
territory, he lins. by the undoubted 
law of nations, the right not only to 
govern, but to make laws for the ter­ 
ritory so occupied. 
The 
legislative 
functions thus exercised are not a 
part of 
the 
legislative power con 
ferred by the constitution upon con­ 
gress, and have no relation 
to 
it. 
They are merely incidents under the 
public law of belligerent right, vested 
by the constitution in the president 
as 
commander-in-chief of the army 
and navy. 
They are not unconstitu­ 
tional, but are exercised by virtue of 
the constitution, not by any express 
clause which confers them! but are 
Implied in the functions and duties 
of the commander-in-chief.”

DISPOSED OF THE CASES. 


A Noiseless Ring Game. 
The small rubber rings that are used 
In every household with which to seal 
preserve jars may be made the means 
of much amusement when a lively 
game is desired for the amusement of 
friends. First obtain a smooth head of 
a flour or sugar barrel and see th at the 
pieces are ail fastened together, form­ 
ing a circular hoard, or any smooth 
board about a square foot in size will 
serve the purpose. 
Procure ten coat hooks of medium 
size and secure them into the board 
and mark above each hook its number, 
ranging from No. I to No. IO. A hole 
may be made in the upper end of the 
board or a screw eye inserted by which 
to hang it upon a nail in the wall. 
No. IO is a sort of a “bullseye,” and 
each player, having three of the rubber 
rings takes turns in throwing them 
from a position about ten feet away, 
endeavoring to “hook” as many on the 
board as possible. 
A score is kept of 
the points gained by each player, the 
one first getting IOO points being the 
winner. 
However, exactly IOO points 
must be made. For instance, if a play 
er has 99 be has to work for “hook No. 
I,” as any other hook would carry him 
over the mark. This difficulty adds to 
the interest of the game. 
An advantage of the game is that no 
noise is made nor damage done by the 
rings, and it may be improvised by any 
boy or g irt—New York Sun.

This is 
often found on decorated white gran­ 
ite ware. 
In the last named year 
a

•tamp was used on sanitary ware and 
Interior car fittings made for the firm 
of James L. Howard & Co., of H art­ 
ford, Conn. This special m anufacture 
extended over a number of years. 
In 1878 Mr. Carr bought 
the 
old 
Specter pottery, at Trenton, and took 
Into partnership Edward 
Clarke, 
of 
Burslem, England, under the name of 
the Lincolri Pottery company. 
They 
began the manufacture of cream-col­ 
ored and white wares and used a mark 
composed of the American and British 
shields. 
Mr. Carr retired from the 
Trenton establishment after 
a 
few 
months, but continued to use the same 
m ark on cream-colored ware at the 
New York City pottery. 
Other marks were used there at va­ 
rious times, until the 
closing of the 
works in 1888. On stone china the de­ 
vice was an eagle over the names of 
the m anufacturer and the pottery. On 
semi-china the mark was a circle en­ 
closing a spread eagle, with the letters 
J. C. at either side. The device adopt 
ed for stone porcelain was a rectangle 
containing the name of the ware and 
the m aker’s initials. 
Another mark 
employed was composed of 
clasped 
hands between the letters J. C. and 
N. Y. C. P. below. 
Hotel china was 
marked with a simple monogram form 
ad of the initials J. C. 
Mr. Carr produced 
a 
variety of 
wares and bodies during the 35 years 
of the New York City pottery’s exist­ 
ence, among which were majolica and 
parian, of excellent quality and artistic 
workmanship. 
He employed some of 
the best decorators that could be pro­ 
cured. 
Mr. Carr is still living, at the age 
of 80 years, and although no longer 
engaged in business, still manifests a 
lively interest in the progress of the 
art. 


New England Pottery co. 
A pottery was established in East 
Boston. Mass., In 1854. by Frederick 
Meagher, for the manufacture of com­ 
mon white ware. 
In

Thomas 
Gray and L. W. Clark took the works, 
under the name of the New England 
Pottery company. 
The first mark employed 
by 
the 
company was the great seal or arms 
of the state of M assachusetts, which 
was used from about 1878 to 1883 on 
ironstone china or white granite ware. 
A special order of goods for a pri­ 
vate purchaser was marked with a fly­ 
ing eagle. 
This was printed in black 
beneath the glaze.

Is. 


T H E PLAIN U N V A R N IS H E D T R U T H 


By Wm. C. Watson. 
Under a scare headline, “The Only 
Hope of Local Victims,” a most con­ 
fusing article appeared last evening 
in a local paper, an article calculated 
to deceive readers who do not digest 
it with care or have pointed out the 
inconsistent conclusions and proposi­ 
tions contained therein. 
The laws in regard to the placing 
of values on property is and has been 
little understood, and in fact all over 
the United States, tax laws are confus­ 
ing. 
In the state of Ohio property own­ 
ers and assessors for years, without 
the shadow of legislative backing 
placed valuations on property at what 
they thought was three-fifths Its real 
market value, while the laws never 
authorized directly or indirectly any 
such action. This practice became an 
established rule and of such notoriety 
that when the needs of the state and 
local governments became urgent new 
laws or amendments to old laws were 
made, and the attorney general when 
called upon to interpret the laws that 
would govern the 1900 decennial ap­ 
praisal law, it was his opinion 
that 
the valuation must be placed at a fig­ 
ure representing the true value in 
money on all real property. This opin­ 
ion was given to the auditor of state, 
who transmitted it 
to 
the 
several 
county auditors throughout the state, 
and they in turn to the appraisers un­ 
der their jurisdiction. 
This radical change from the 
old 
method, if carried out in the length 
and breadth of the state would work 
no injury, provided of course that all 
legislative and levying boards recog­ 
nized the 
facts as they then would 
exist and place the tax levy in accord­ 
ance with the 
increased 
valuation. 
However, right here is where part of 
our trouble lies. 
As a large number 
of appraisers, it is believed, not only 
in this county, but throughout 
the 
state, did not take the exposition of 
the attorney general as conveyed to 
them through the county auditors as 
mandatory, and in many cases used 
their own best judgments, while the 
appraiser for and in this city claims 
he followed as near to the instructions 
as possible. 
The duties of a board of equaliza­ 
tion are almost explained in the title, 
a city board endeavors to spread out 
the sum total of the valuation placed 
by the appraiser in equal amounts on 
the several properties in the city, hav­ 
ing in mind the location of the land 
and the structures thereon. 
The county board has nothing to do 
with a city of our class unless some 
great irregularity exists, 
and 
even 
then It would require a higher author­ 
ity than the county board to finally ad­ 
just the matter. 
The duties of the state board has to 
do with not only the counties, but the 
cities and towns over which our coun­ 
ty boards do not have control, and we 
here give an extract from the laws 
that will show that if our contention 
of an unequal valuation be true that 
a remedy can be applied and should 
be Insisted upon: 
"Third—-If they shall believe that 
right and Justice require the valuation 


of any town or towns in any county, or 
of the real property of such county, 
not in towns, to be raised or to be re­ 
duced without raising or reducing the 
other real property of such county, or 
reducing it in the same 
ratio, they 
may, in every such case, add to or 
take from the 
valuation of any one 
or more or (of) such towns, such per- 
centum as they shall believe will raise 
or reduce the same to its true value 
in money.” 
By a careful reading of the above, 
thinking men will, if they take any ac­ 
tion, write to the member of the state 
board from this district; before they 
do I would advise reading the above 
quotation from the 
law twice over. 
The advice contained in the article 
of last evening as to injunctions, re­ 
fusals to pay taxes or to bring the 
m atter before the local board of equal­ 
ization is erroneous from start to fin­ 
ish. 
No local board can touch the figures 
as they now stand until 1910. 
A re­ 
fusal to pay your taxes would subject 
your property to sale. 
Injunctions 
against the state are not easy to ob­ 
tain, for the state is interested in this 
matter of tax, as well as your council 
and school boards. 
Another misstatement in the article 
referred to is that the law did not give 
relief for the wrongs complained of. 
In answer I call your attention to the 
law quoted above. 
Again, it is not true that the decen­ 
nial board of 1900 “put off property 
owners” In any such manner as im­ 
plied by the writer of yesterday. Prop­ 
erty owners were informed that the 
board could only equalize as between 
owners, that they could not deduct one 
dollar from the totals of the appraiser, 
and that that amount, as a total, must 
stand, unless errors of a clerical na­ 
ture could be shown. 
Such 
errors 
were found to exist and 
corrected. 
However, errors of judgment 
were 
not corrected, there was and is no law 
giving a city board the right to throw 
the 
work of 
the 
appraiser
